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British Efforts 
At Tax Reform 


Great Britain has been plagued by a lagging 


econom y much like that of the U.S. Growth has 
been evident, but the rate has not m atched that 
of the continental European countries. This semi* 


stagnation has been more prolonged than that 


of the U.S. 
But now Great Britain has taken a step that 
A m ericans, 
and 
especially 
econom ic 
policy­ 
m akers at W ashington, should watch with in ­ 
terest. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Reginald 
M aulding has announced a sharp cut in the auto­ 
m obile purchase tax and more liberal tax deduc­ 
tions for industrial expansion. 
N ote that the British governm ent resisted 
opposition dem ands for increased public works 
expenditures. “We do not need so much a stim u­ 
lus to dem and generally as special encourage­ 
m ent to investm ent, to the exporting industries, 
and to em ploym ent in areas w here unem ploy­ 
m ent is above the national average,’’ said Mr. 
M aulding. 
Tax reductions of a sim ilar nature have 
been proposed in the U nited States, but so far, 
greater em phasis has gone to increased public 
spending. 
Congress did take one sm all step 
toward encouraging industrial expansion by en ­ 
acting a tax credit for new plant investm ent. 
D epreciation schedules have been liberalized 
som ew hat. 
President K ennedy has been talking in 
term s of tax cuts next year, either as part of 
a general program of tax reform or by them ­ 
selves to boost the econom y. But it is still by 
no m eans sure that the tax cuts will be asked; 
or, if asked, enacted by Congress.

Is The Theater A Bore? 


Lillian Heilman, writing in “ Esquire.” says that the 
Broadway theater is a bore. Miss Heilman has written 
some rem arkable plays herself. 
“The Little Foxes” 
might have disgusted, but they did not bore. The sam e 
could he said, in another decade, of Ibsen s “ Doll s 
House.” 


The theater I* a bore because it has lost tone: 
it is cheap. It is vulgar. Even when one enters the 
building, there is no tone, no temple-iike illusion. 
There is no orchestra to play before the curtain 
rises. 
No lull, no hush. 
Just a hullabaloo like in 
a movie house, with hucksters shouting about cold 
drinks and hat-chicks looking for a hat and coat to 
check. 


One sits down and waits. 
It is difficult to look 
through the program in peace, particularly if it happens 
to be a benefit perform ance for which the charge for 
the ticket is enormous, so that the peculiar and par­ 
ticular chanty can get some money. 
, 


As soon as the curtain goes up. in come the late 
fines' Of course, they would want their money back, 
and loudly too. if they w ere required to stand in back 
until the act is over. I once thought it would be sm art 
if a spotlight were focussed on the late-com ers, but 
that was a m istake; they would enjoy the spotlight. 


So it is a m usical—a loud, noisy m usical with the 
music w ritten like some a rt is painted—if you under- - 
•tand it, you are a self-proclaimed dope. 
A m usical 
consists of two acts usually: the first act is the begin­ 
ning; the second act is the end. It is true that such 
m usicals as “ Music M an,” 
“ My Fair Lady” and 
“ O klahom a” have substance and structure. 
But they 
are exceptions. 
The public wants it swift, m eaning­ 
less, and loud—Oh: How loud: Give the public w hat 
it wants. We are still waiting for a “ M erry Widow." 


Miss Heilman m akes the point that in the 192ft *, 
the theater had great w riters. Surely in the 1900 s and 
1910’s, we had even greater writers. 
The American 
theater has degenerated. The w riters are a response 
to pilbiic demand. 


W atch the faces when a pretty girl ends the second 
act with a dirty word! "Sou would imagine the audience 
would be tired of the theater sounding like a bar­ 
room. but apparently the women custom ers like it. I 
watch their faces; yes. it is the women who get the 
big thrill. They would, in this generation, regard Maude 
Adams as a square. 


M iss Heilman says: 


", . . I think our preoccupation with ‘love’ and 
‘aloneness’ comes straight out of ten-cent-store Freud. 
Love is a very large them e and unless w riters can 
do it big, they should leave it alone . . 


There is much wisdom in this, particularly in the 
current conception of love, which is really a m isconcep­ 
tion of the relationship of love that can be loyalty, 
charity, adoration, with physical sex that can some­ 
tim es be an ugly expression of irresponsible responses 
to extravagant stimuli. 
Perhaps because Shakespeare

WASHINGTON 
The effect* of the Cuban affair 
on Khrushchev, on Fidel C astro, 
on this country’s world posture, 
have all been lavishly analyzed. 
But no attention has yet been 
given to another effect of high 
im portance. 
The American government ha* 
received a jolt from this affair, 
which has already quite percept­ 
ibly altered the viewpoint of the 
higher 
policy-makers, and 
m ay 
also alter certain quite significant 
policy-making procedures. 
The jolt was adm inistered by 
those first I -2 pictures prov mg 
that Soviet missile bases were 
being 
clandestine y 
c o n d u c te d 
rn Cuba. It was a severe jolt. for 
the 
quite 
simple 
rea-mn 
that 
nothing of this sort was expected 
to happen 
W hat they had their warning, 
the American policy-makers ac t­ 
ed with conspicuous good judg­ 
m ent. not to mention speed and 
courage. Bul before the w arning 
was prov ivied by tnat U-2 flight 
on Oct. 14. the policy-makers had 
judged the problem quite wrong­ 
ly. 
While 
m aintaining 
surveil­ 
lance as a needed check, the U. S. 
governm ent w as in fact operat­ 
ing on the assumption that the 
Soviets 
would 
em place 
no of­ 
fensive m issiles in Cuba. 
This m isjudgm ent, it m ust be 
added, was identical in all but 
one respect with tne Eisenhower 
adm inistration s judgm ent of the 
problem of the missile gap. 
The sam e parts of the govern­

sam e m anner. In large m easure, 
the sam e individuals contributed 
to the underlying papers. In both

WHAT 
NEXT? — Ever 
since 
K hrushchev's back-down on Cuba, 
experts in Washington—in govern­ 
m ent and out—have been busily 
searching for clues as to the ulti­ 
m ate im pact and m eaning of his 
action on the cold war. 
Even assum ing that the Cuban 
crisis is resolved speedily, the 
outlook is for an intensification of 
the ll. S. m ilitary build up, parti­ 
cularly in weapons and equipm ent 
need to fight sm all, non-nuclear 
w ars. Pentagon thinking is that 
the best insurance against any 
rash Russian action is a dem on­ 
stration th at the U. S is prepared 
to m eet it—militarily, if neces­ 
sary. 
This thinking applies particular­ 
ly to Berlin, where Hie Soviet ef­ 
fort to eject American forces has, 
if anything, been intensified by 


the Cuban developm ents It is in 
Berlin, after all. 
where Russia 
believes it has the strength and 
the 
com m unications 
lines 
And 
therefore that city is a most likely 
spot for retaliatory m easures by 
the Reds. 
Government econom ists believe 
that business reaction to Cuba 
will have the effect of easing or 
actually postponing a recession 
that had been freely forecast for 
next spring 
Their conviction is 
that tile threat of imminent w ar 
made business look at its inven­ 
tory and m anufacturing position 
with the result that a decision has 
been made to build up stocks of 
basic raw m aterials and sem i­ 
m anufactures 
Ii this psychology 
should spread—and it could well 
do so—the predicted spring reces­ 
sion could actually be turned into 
a bulge! 


Mewpoinf is to have a look at the 
sources of their original incorrect 
judgm ent.

Bnf even 
today the inqxMlant internal in­ 
fluence of the Soviet 
m arshals 
and colonel-generals is only ad­ 
m itted with some reluctance by a 
m inority of the experts. 
Again, it used to be held that 
Soviet communism was a “poli­ 
tical and not a military move­ 
m ent.” Political rather than m ili­ 
tary-strategic considerations were 
therefore supposed to predom in­ 
ate in the Kremlin. This demon- 
ological theory, of course, tended 
to rule out what the Soviets did
